Beard Will Ask City for

The Public Hospital Board will wait 
on the City Council to-morrow eve 
ging to ask for a civic grant in aid 
of the hospital. The following com 
munication has been addressed to the 
Mayor and Council: 

To His Worship the Mayor anc 
Aldermen of the Council of the City 
of: Edmonton. 

Sire,—There has been in existence 
in>your city for the last six years a 
charitable institution known as th« 
Peblic Hospita@. This institution ic 
managed by a Board of Directors wh« 
ere appointed annually by the citi- 
sens of Edmonton. A complete repori 
of its operations is given annually to 
the citizens. Until the present th: 
work of the Public Hospital has beer 
carried on without any grant from the 
city. Now we have reached a stage 
in our development when very large 
increased accommodation becomes ar 

—&bsolute necessity. The lack of hos 
pital accommodation has been dis- 
tressingly evident during the asi 
summer and autumn. The existing 
building has been for some time pas! 
altogether inadequate. The Board hat 
in consequence determined to build ¢ 
hospital on a new site which: ha: 
been secured for the purpose. In do 
ing so the Board endeavored to keep 
within the limit of the funds that 
they felt they could count upon from 
private subscriptions and from the 
sale of the old hospifal:property. Bus 
even while the matter has been un 
der consideration the rapid growth 
of the city has made it apparent that 
the hospital to be built for Edmonton 
must be commenstrate with that 
growth, and must make provision fo: 
the future as well as.for the present 
And it has’ been found that such e 
hospital as required will cost a sum 
considerably beyond the moneys 
which the boatd has been counting 


upon. 

A public hospital is a civic neces- 
sity. It may be classed os one of the 
public utilities of the city, and now 
thet the time has come in its growth 
that it can no longer be carricd for- 
ward without some aid from the city 
the Board appeals with confidence to 
the City to grant that aid. We there- 
fore respectfully ask the Council to 

‘submit to the ratepayers a by-law to 
caise the sum of $50,000 by debentures 
0 be applied towards the building 
fund of the hospitals. We feel that 
the Council and the citizens of Ed- 
menton will consider it a matter of 
pride as well as a duty to erect the 
‘wspitel in accord with the size and

MUST NOW PAY DUTY. 


‘mportance and in accord with the 
tuture that is in store for this city. 
To strengthen the feeling and to give 
it foundation in precedent, permit us 
to remind you of what other cities are 
joing in the matter. The City of 
Victoria makes an annual grant oj 
36,000 out of current funds; the City 
of Vancouver, a new city like ow 
ywn, makes an annual grant of 
$18,000 out of its current funds; Win. 
1ipeg makes an annual grant of 
30,000 out of current funds. The 
rrant to the hospital in London, Ont., 
for 1906 was $24,000 from  curreni 
‘unds, while that from Hamilton was 
$26,000 on the same basis. In addi 
tion to these such cities as Guelph. 
Stratford and Kingston make annua! 
zrants of from $1,100 to $3,000 to the 
city hospital. As an indication of 
now public sentiment stands in these 
matters we may only refer to the fact 
that Toronto has lately passed a by- 
law to raise $200,000 for a new hos 
pital in that city. We have written 
to a large number of cities in Canada 
and have not had a single report say 
ing that the City has done nothing 
jor the hospial. In concluding this 
part we need not call your attention 
to the fact that Strathcona has just 
lately taken a step toward giving civ- 
ic help to their hospital. We feel 
aure that your honorable body, when 
you consider the pressing need of the 
present, when you reflect that the city 
will before the next number of years 
be the home of more homeless people 
than any other similar city in our 
Dominion, when you remember that 
‘we are constantly adding. working 
people to olr Province Whose impres- 
sion will be formed and whose influ- 
ence determined by the provision we 
are making for their well being, will 
not hesitate for one moment to take 
steps as will secure to the hospital 
the help it so much needs.

The deccased was 
ou his way from Lemberg to Southey 
to visit his brother-in-law, and as the 
train was very late, it ts supposed he got 
cff at Cupar in mistake, thinking it was 
Southey. He fe agp at the Imperial 
hotel and a ly afterwards went out, 
this being the last seen of him alive. As 
neat as is known, he must have wander- 
ed from the hotel to the C. P. R. track 
and then started to Walk westward to- 
ward Southey, being struck about two 
hundred yards from the station by a 
freight engine, which was backing east 
towards the station. He was dragged by 
the engine to the end of the platform, 
where his body struck an ash pile in the 
centre of the track. This obstruction held 
him while the engine passed over him, 
mangling him in a frightful condition, 
severing his head from his body, his 
right leg at the thigh, his foot at the 
ankle and tearing his right side open. 
About an hour and 4 half later another 
freight train came along and it struck 
and carried the remains east the full 
length of the yard, where they were 
found frozen in the morning just as the 
morning express was pulling out.

STRUCK BY BRIDGE BEAM.

Probably Fatal Accident at Gladetene, 
Man! 


Gladstone, Man., Mar. 16—On Friday 
afternoon while a gang of men were 
working on the new McKiwin bridge, 
which spans the river near 
farm, southwest of Keyes, Albert Antony 
who was working on a beam, about 35 
feet above ground on a bend of the 
bridge, whtfe sliding over to the opposite 
side, the beam gave way, and he fell to 
the ice striking on the back of his head 
being badly shaken up. His companion, 
Dan MoMillan, son of Carpenter Mc- 
Millan, of Gladstone, was engaged loos- 
ening a bolt down beside the floor beam 
of the bridge, when the full force of the 
heavy timber caught him, pinning him 
across the iron stringer on Which he was 
standing. Theo. Ferguson extricated him 
from his perilous position. The foreman, 
Geo. Farrelly, was present and with as- 
sistance c yed the unfortunate man 
to a farm house and thence to Arden, to 
receive medical attention. Dr. Armstrong 
drove there late this evening. The in- 
juries received are so serious that little 
hope of recovery is held out by the phy- 
sicians. He is about 20 years old. 


$185,000 FIRE 
IN TORONTO 


Toronto Plate Glass Company's Premi- 
ses Gutted on Saturday---Five Fire- 
men Were Injured, Two Ser- 
lously. 


Toronto, Mar. 10—Fire in the Toronto 
Plate Glass company’s premises on Vic- 
toria street, Saturday afternoon, did 
damage amounting to one hundred and 
eighty-five thousand dollars. Risk was 
held by about twenty insurance com- 
panieis, but the Royal, Commercial Un- 
ion, Atlas and London Mutual are the 
most heavily interested. The building 
was completely wrecked and several fire- 
men were hurt by falling walls and fly- 
ing glass, Capt. William Crawford, of 
hose wagon No. 4, had hie right collar 
bone broken, being struck by a falling 
ladder, and Lieut. Alex. Deans, of truck 
No. 2, had his back and legs injured at 
the same time. Capt. W. J. Smith, of 
truck No. 1, had his hands severely cut 
with flying glass, and Firemen Spence 
and Waterman suffered slightly in the 
same way. The building was a four- 
story structure.

The Act also the death 
knell to saloons, blind pigs and such 
like. The person who attempts to sell 
liquors in unlicensed places will be 
given the full penalty of the law. The 
oflicers of the Government will en- 
force the law to the letter, not only 
in regard to unlicensed places but as | 
to illegal selling in licensed hotels. 
Compelling license-holders to strictly 
comply with the law will do much to | 
curtail the evils of the traffic. When 
the law merely exists on the statute 
books, and is not enforced, free and 
easy methods are followed by hotel 
men, but when they are made to 
know that every provision of the Act 
will be strictly enforced, they’ will 
keep hotel according to the law. 

But it strikes us that one of the 
most telling temperance features of 
the Act, is the provision making it 
absolutely impossible for a licensed 
hotel to exist in a place with less 
than 200 population. As Mr, Cross 
pointed out, even in Ontario, which 
boasts of its very advanced temper- 
ance legislation, a hotel can exist and 
in hundreds of cases does exist at 
‘forks in the road.’ It is here the 
road house comes into being and with 
it, as Ontario people and persons 
acquainted with eonditions in many 
States of the American Republic will 
agree, evils that cannot be marked 
against hotels in larger communities. 
The road house, by the very nature 
of its location, 
from the public is a pest. The Al- 
berta Government state distinetly in 
the Act, that they will not permit 
hotels of such a character to exist 
by providing in the Act that licenses 
will not be issued outside of cities, 
towns and villages 

The basis on which licenses are 
granted according to population in 
Alberta, prevents there being a hotel 
at every street corner as is frequently 
the case in other Provinces, The re- 
striction in this respect is far in ad- 
vance of Manitoba, Ontario, New 
Brunswick and Quebee. Hon. Mr. 
Cross, in‘ his speech, made allusion 
to this fact when he said; 

“The Province of Manitoba has a 
provision at the present time lim- 
iting the number of licenses as 
follows: In the cities, towns and 
incorporgted villages two for the 
first 500; one for the next 100, and 
one for each additional 600, 

“New Brunswick has a provision 
as follows: One for each 250 of the 
first 1,000 of population, and one 
for each 500 over 1,000 of popula- 
tion. 

“Ontario has the following provi- 
sion: One for the first 250, but not 
more than three for the first 1,000, 
and one for each 600 over the first 
1,000, 

“In the Province of Quebec there 
is no limit except in Montreal, 
where the hotel and restaurant li- 
censes are Jimited to 400, In Que: 
bee City the limit is 120.

A very admirable provision all fair 
minded persons will admit. 

The bar as a bank, by that we mean 
the hotel as a cheque-cashing centre, 
has afforded an easy source for work- 
ingmen to spend their money for the 
benefit of the cash register. It is a 
custom for wage-earners on & pay day 
to go into a bar, buy a drink and 
have their cheques cashed. Once in 
the bar they are liable to remain some 
time and spend move of their earn. | 


ings. The Alberta Government is 
legislating against that. The Act 
provides that cheques cannot be | 


cashed in a hotel. That is advanced, 
and, at the same time, unique legis 
lajion. It will assist many a wage | 
earner to resist the temptation of go- 
ing into the bar and spending _ his 
wages. He will now go to the groc- | 
ery or the dry-goods store to get his | 
cheque cashed, and én nine cases out 
of ten will go home with most of his | 
earnings, or a supply of edibles or | 
clothing, instead of-a scarcity of cash 
{and too much intoxication, As we all 
know many men are frequently at- 
tracted to the bar with the desire of 
merely cashing their cheques, but 
once there they are surrounded by | 
the sociability and joviality which | 
marks the atmosphere of _ these | 
places, they remain longer than they 
intended spend their money freely | 
and go home frequently intoxicated 
and with part of their hard-earned 
| wages in the hotel-keeper’s posses- 
sion.

A miners’ award in the 
neighborhood of Dunedin, which cost 
about 6d. per ton of coals, was followed 
by an increase of a shilling per ton to 
the middlemen and two shillings to the

Cost of Living. 

Whilst wages have been raised 8 1-2
